NEW RAIL STRIKE 
THREAT AS CRISIS 
IN EAST IS HALTED 


Western and Southern Traln- 
men’s Federation Wires 
Taft; Engineers Pause. 


KNAPP AND NEILL INTERCEDE 


Point Out Grave Situation Exists 
and Offer ‘‘Friendly Offices“ 
for Settlement of Trouble. 


MAGNATES T0 CONSIDER PROPOSAL 


BULLETIN. 


Kangar City, Mo., April 23, 2a. m.—Declar- 
ing thet unless the trouble of the railway car- 
men, who have been on a strike on western 
railroads [mainly the Illinois Central] for 
several months, is mediated, a strike of more 
than 300,000 men employed on all western 
railroads will be called, the officers of the 
Federation of Railway Men's Unions late 
last night sent a telegram to President Taft 
advising him of their intentions. The mes- 
sage was signed by the presidents of twelve 
railway men's unions. 

The strike, if called, would affect forty- 
seven railroads west and south of Chicago. 
The message says that the federation has 
made preparations to extend the strike, 
which has not been successful, on the Harri- 
man lines and the Illinois Central railway 
to all other western lines, and points out 
that this will cause much delay in moving 
traffic and the mails. 

Unless a favorable reply is received from 
the president, action will be taken at once, 
the officials of the federation say. 


U. A. OFFICIALS TO MEDIATE? 
Mew Mew York, April 22--The tender of the 
“friendly offices”’ of representatives of the 
federal government called at least a tempo- 
rary halt tonight to a strike of railroad engi- 
neers in all the territory east of Chicago and 
north of the Potomac river, in which it is 
estimated 52 per cent of the railway traffic of 
the entire country is handled. 

The mediation of federal officials came im- 
mediately after the refusal of the managers 
of fifty railroads concerned to concede the 
engineers’ demands for an 18 per cent in- 
crease in wages. when Chief Warren S. Stone 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers had announced that in view of this re- 
fusal a strike of engineers would go into 
effect within thirty-six hours. 

Knowing the situation had reached a crit- 
ical stage, Martin A. Knapp, presiding jus- 
tice of the United States Commerce court, 
and Charles P. Neill, United States commis- 
sioner of labor, hurried here from Washing- 
ton. As soon as the decisive break occurred 
they addressed a letter to both Chief Stone 
and to J. C. Stuart, chairman of the confer- 
ence committee of railroad managers. 


Offer Friendly Offices.” 

Following is the text of the letter: 

Dear Sirs We understand that ne- 
gwotiations between the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers and the 
managers’ committee of the eastern 
railroads have been definitely broken 
off, and that the engineers are likely 
to withdraw forthwith from the serv- 
lee. 

If this is unfortunately the fact it 
fia evident that a grave situation has 
arisen which threatens most serious 
consequences to the public. In this 
emergency we are impelled by the 
sense of duty to tender our friendly 
offices to the contending parties, in 
the hope that some means may be 
found to adjust the matters in dis- 
pute without the calamity of a gen- 
eral strike. 

We are sending an identical letter 
to Mr. J. C. Stuart, chairman of the 
committee of railroad managers.

Stone Listens to Reason. 

Although Chief Stone had a few minutes 
before declared that his fifty associates on 
the engineers’ committee would proceed to- 
night to their headquarters to prepare for a 
strike within thirty-six hours, he was im- 
pressed with the letter to the extent that he 
amended the order, declaring the committee 
would remain intact here tonight to con- 
sider the situation. 

He said: ‘‘ No organization is so strong it 
can fail to harken to an appeal from rep- 
resentatives of the federal government,” 
and declared he would place the proposition 
before the engineers’ committee with the 
recommendation that it be accepted. 

Chairman Stvart of the railroad commit- 
tee received an identical letter from Messrs. 
Knapp ond Neill, but would not comment on 
what positios the railroads would take. He 
immediately ordered a meeting of the com- 
mittee for tomorrow to consider the pro- 


posal. 

In this mansier the crisis rested tonight, still 
regarded by many observers as critical, but 
by others as promising some sort of adjust- 
ment.

MOORS IN MUTINY 
MURDERANDBUEN 


Crazed. Mob Parades Streets 
of Fez with Heads of Jew. 
and French Victims 
on Pikes. 


MANY WOMEN IN CROWD. 


Push Unprotected from House- 
tops to Ground and Turbaned 
Men Slash Regardless of 

Age or Sex. 1 14 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

TANGIER, April 22.— The record of events 
since April 17 when the mutiny of native 
troops at Fez began is now fairly complete. 

The total French losses were sixty-eight, in- 
cluding officers and men killed in suppressing 
the uprising. Nine were massacred in cold 
blood. Four of the wireless operators 
maintained a four hours fight against 
overwhelming numbers until they were over- 
powered and killed. Their bodies were mu- 
tilated and burned. The Jewish victims num- 
bered fifty to one hundred. 

After the first French officer was killed 
the mutineers ran through the streets carry~ 
ing his head on a pike. The murder of other 
officers and non-coms followed. 


Heads Borne on Pikes. 

Their heads were borne on pikes and fol- 
lowed by a fanatical mob of civilians, who 
began searching the French houses for other 
victims. It was in the course of this raid 
that the wireless operators were attacked 
and killed. 

Another Frenchman and his wife and son 
kept the mob at bay for five hours, They 
then escaped to a neighboring house, whence 
a friendly chief escorted them through a se- 
cret garden of the mosque to a place of 
safety. 

A French engineer while walking in the 
street wae stealthily overtaken by a native 
who sliced off his head with a single stroke. 
Others were killed in their houses. 


Women Conspicuous in Mob. 

Moorish women were conspicuous in in- 
citing the mob, which behaved with the cus- 
tomary Arab ferocity. 

After killing as many French as they could 
find the mob went to the Jewish quarter. 
Here the savagery reached its climax. The 
mutineers ravaged, sacked and burned ey- 
erything in sight. The nonresistance of the 
victims made this work easy. 

Women were everywhere prominent in the 


orgy ef blood and fire. They chased the Jews’! 


from the housetops and pushed them into the 
streets where the mob captured them and 
treated them with the utmost brutality re- 
gardless of age or sex. They were stabbed, 
kicked, beaten, slashed with sworda, and be- 
headed. Three-quarters of the Hebrew quar- 
ter was burned. Fifty-seven corpses were 
found in the ruins, 


Over 300 Wounded. 

The total number of victims is uncertain. 
but the wounded numbered over 800 and 
several thousands were left destitute. These 
are being succored in the palace of the sultan. 

Meanwhile the French troops were concen- 
trated to protect the consulate quarter, and 
they prevented an invasion of this section. 

It was not until six hours after the outbreak 
that French reinforcements arrived and 
fought their way into the town and partly 
suppressed the mutiny. They sent escorts 
everywhere to bring Europeans to the cor- 
sulates. 

Gen. Monier arrived Sunday morning with 
fresh troops and a renewal of the trouble 1, 
unlikely at Fez, but there is a report of as 
insurrection at Marrakesh. There also has 
been fighting between the French and Moors 
between Alcagar and Fes. 


Preferred Death to Capture. 

Another story of the death of the wireless 
operators says when their ammunition was 
almost exhausted one of the men shot his 
colleagues and then blew out his own brains 
rather than fall into the hands of the fanatics. 

They killed fifteen Moroccahs before they 
fell. The bank was pillaged and the palace 
burned.

Prisoners Escape Down Wall of Unused 
Watch Tower by Making Use of Iron 
Hook and Braces. 


By making use of an iron hook and braces 
supporting an umused watch tower on the 
west wall of the bridewell, three prisoners 
escaped after a dizzy drop, shortly before 
noon yesterday. 

One of them fell from the top of the wall. 
breaking both his legs below the knees. He 
was found by a mall carrier, and at the same 
time James Odenbach, a guard, saw the other 
men running west in West Twenty-sixth 
street and gave the alarm. 

The fugitives were pursued by the guards. 
but they escaped.The two who got away and 
the one recaptured are: 

Frank McGuire, Nving in West Monroe street, 
serving a #ix months’ sentence for larceny. 

Cari Bruche of Danville, III., serving a six 
monthe’ sentence for larceny, 

Walter Burke, living on the west side, sent to the 


institution in March to serve out a fine of 6100 
for disorderly conduct. 


Burke, who was unconscious. when found, 
was taken to the house of correction hospital, 
where physicians said the bone in the lefs 
leg was splintered so badly that amputation 
may be necessary. 

At the time of the escape it was rumored 
that several of the guards were in a nearby 
saloon, but this could not be verified.

Witnesses before the senate committee 
which is investigating the wreck of the 
Titanic today revealed the following facts: 

That there was a steamer, unidentified 
as yet, within five miles of the Titanic 
when it struck the iceberg and tkat the 
aaknown vessel apparently saw the dis- 
tress signals but did not come to the 
rescue. 

That J. Bruce Ismay sent repeated 
wireless messages to the White Star 
Office in New York asking that the lner 
Cedrie be held te take the survivors of 
the Titanic’s crew off the Carpathia and 
back to Eagiand. 

That Ismay alse asked that the White 
‘Star offices send “ reliable men” to take 
the Titanic lifeboats of the Carpathia 
when that vessel reached quarantine. 

That the White Star offices do not 
know the identity of the person whe 
sent the message that all the passengers 
on the Titanic were safe and the vessel 
was being towed into Halifax. 

That the White Star offices knew 
there were not enough lifeboats aboard 
the Titanic te care for the ship's com- 
pany at one time. 


Fourth Officer on Stand. 

The information in regard to the vessel 
which was near the Titanic but failed to give 
ald was brought out when J. d. Boxhal, 
fourth officer of the Titanic, told of his un- 
successful attempts to attract the stranger's 
attention. 

This ship, according to Boxhall, could not 
have been more than five miles away and 
was steaming toward the Titanic. So clos, 
was it, that from the bridge Boxhall plainly 
saw its masthead lighte and side light. Both 
with rockets and with the Morse electric sig- 
nal did the young officer hail the stranger. 

Capt. Smith and several others in the vicin- 
ity of the bridge declared at the time their 
delief that the vessel had seen them and was 
signaling in reply. Boxhall failed to see 
the replies, however, and in any case the 
steamer kept on its course obliquely past the 
Titanic without extending aid. 

Mr. Boxhall also told of the scenes on the 
Titanic after it struck the iceberg and of his 
escape. 


Tells of Ismay Messages. . 

P. A. 8. Franklin, vice president of the 
White Star lines, was the witness who re- 
vealed the many messages from Mr. Ismay. 
In his messages urging that the Cedric be 
held until the Carpathia arrived, Mr. Ismay 
said he delle ved it most desirable that the 
survivors of the Titanic’s crew be rushed 
out of the country as quickly as possible. 

He also, one message said, would sail on 
the Cedric, and asked that clothing be ready 
at the pier for him when the Carpathia 
docked. The senate’s subpoenas blocked the 
pian. 

Mr. Franklin also told of the manner in 
which he learned of the accident, dented the 
White Star had news that the vessel had sunk 
before that news was given to the public 
and declared the report that the reports 
from the Carpathla were censored was un- 
true. He admitted the wireless had been 
“fearfully delayed.“ 


Testimony Given by Boxhall. 

When Fourth Officer Boxhall was called 
to the stand, he described the journey of 
the Titanic from Belfast to Southampton. 
Senator Smith entered into a lengthy fire 
of questions dealing with the duties of the 
various officers. Gradually he worked up 
to his leading questions. 

“ Were there any Grille or any inspection 
before the Titanic sailed?’ heasked. 

Both,“ said the witness. ‘‘ The men were 
mustered and the lifeboats lowered in the 
presence of the inspectors from the board of 
trade 

How many boats were lowered?” 

Just two, ir.“ 

“ One on each side of the ship?” 

„No, Ar. They were both on the same 
side, sir. We were lying in dock.” 


Lifeboats in Good Condition, 

~ Were there any lifeboats on the Titanic 
not sufficiently fastened and in a position to 
be lowered?” 

„All of them were, fourteen lifeboats, two 
sea boats, and four collapsible boats,“ gald 
Boxhall. 

Boxhall said that under the weather con- 
ditions experienced at the time of the col- 
Uslon the lifeboats were supposed to carry 
sixty-five persons. Under the regulations of 
the British board of trade, in addition to the 
oars, there were in the boat water breakers.

First Officer Tells Accident. 


Boxhall then went to the bridge, where he 
found the first officer, Mr. Murdock; the sixth 
officer, Mr. Moody, and Capt. Smith. 

Boxhall said the captain asked what was 
the trouble, and the first officer replied they 
had struck an iceberg, and added that he 
had borne to starboard and reversed his en- 
gines full speed after ordering the closing 
of the water tight doors. 

Did you see the iceberg then? ” 

“ Yes, sir. I could see it dimly. It lay low 
im the water and was about as high asthe 
lower rail of the ship, or about thirty feet out 
of the water.” 

Boxhall said he went down to the steerage, 
inspected all the decks in the vicinity of where 
the ship had struck, found no traces of any 
damage, and went directly to the bridge and 
go reported. 

“Tie captain ordered me to send a car- 
penter to sound the ship,“ he said, but I 
found a carpenter coming up with the an- 
nouncement that the ship was taking water. 
In the mail room I found mail sacks float- 
ing about while the clerks were at work. I 
went to the bridge and reported, and the cap- 
tain ordered the lifeboats to be made ready. 


| Another Boat Nearby. 

Boxhall testified that at Capt. Smith's 
orders he took word of the ship's position 
to the wireless operators. 

„What position was that?” 

“ 41:46 north, 50:14 west.“ 

„Was that the last position taken?” 

“ Yes, the Titanic stood not far from there 
when it sank.’’ 

After that Boxhall went back to the life- 
boats, where there were many men and 
women He said they had life belts.

Senator Smith then showed Mr. Franklin 
the telegram received by Co essman 
Hughes of West Virginia from the White 
Star Ime, dated New York, April 15, and 
adressed to J. A. Hughes, Huntington, W. 
Va., as follows: 

“Titanic proceeding to Halifax. Passen- 
gers probably land on Wednesday. All safe,

Tells of First Warning. 

Asked when he first knew the Titanic had 
sunk, Franklin said he first knew it at 6:27 
p. m. Monday. He then produced a thick 
package of telegrams which he had received 
Sunday in relation to the disdster. 

“ How did you ascertain the location of the 
Olympic, Baltic, and others?” asked the 
senator. 

„We worked them out on our charts, We 
had no direct communication from any of 
the ships. Our first endeavor to communi- 
cate with our big ships was a message sent 
April 15 at 3 o'clock a m. This message 
read as follows: 

„ Haddock, Olympic: Make every en- 
deavor to communicate Titanic and advise 
position and time. Reply within the hour.’ 

The reassuring statements sent out by the 
line in the early hours of the disaster were 
made the subject of inquiry.

life boats at quarantine.”’ 

Franklin testified that he received a mes- 
sage from Ismay on the Carpathia a little 
later on the morning of the 18th to join the 
Carpathia at querantine and that several 
other messages came from him urging that 
the Cedric be held. After all these had come 
in Franklin cabled Ismay: 

“Think it most unwise to retain Cedric 
in New Vork.“ This was followed by a reply 
from Ismay which included: Unless you 
have good and sufficient reason to hold the 
Cedric, kindly do 80.“ 


Learned of Senate Inquiry. 

In an effort to connect the attempted de- 
Parture of Mr. Ismay and the Titanic’s crew 
with the senate’s investigation, Senator Smith 
asked the witness when he had learned the 
senate had decided to investigate the disaster. 
think about 2 o’clock Thursday.“

Safeguards on Other Ships. 
Genator Bourne took up the same sine of 
questioning.

„Most emphatically,’ answered Mr. Frank- 
lin. on last Friday Mr. Ismay ordered that 
all our vessels be equipped with boats and

„Do you know of any one, any officer or 
man, or any official who you deem could be 
held responsible for the accident and its at- 
tendant loss of life?” 

* Positively not. No one thought such an 
accident could happen. It was undreamed of.“ 
Mr. Franklin volunteered a statement re- 
lating to criticisms of the White Star com- 
pany for attempting to return the crew of the 
Titanic to Europe immediately. 

“TI think there has been an awful mistake 
made about that matter,“ said Franklin. 1 
would like to clear it up. The criticisms have 
been made that we were trying to keep those 
men from testifying. That ia not so. It was 
not the reason at all. As far as the ere are 
concerned it was our duty to return them to 
their homes. We assured you that we would 
hold any officers or men that you wanted for 
this committee. 

Senator Newlands brought out that the 
speed of the Titanic at the time of the acci- 
dent was about four miles an hour below that 
of the Mauretania and Lusitania.

LONDON, April , 8 a. m—The British 
press, which severely 


criticises the board

treatment of J. Bruce Ismay. 

The Morning Post, in an editorial, pro- 
test Nagainst American and German papers 
branding Ismay as a coward and says it 
was clearly hie duty to live and help his 
company retrieve the disaster by facing the 
music. 

The Daily Express describes the sene- 
torial inquiry as a parody of a judicial in- 
quiry, which, it says, is rather calculated 
to swing public safety heavily to the side of 
Mr. Ismay and the White Star company. 

The Daily News says: 

We have no intention of prejudging the 
case or inviting the hasty, and often savage, 
verdicts pronounced in the United States.“ 

Last night’s session of the house of com- 
mons was devoted to a debate of the Titanic 
catastrophe and, incidental to this, the board 
of trade’s antiquated regulations are to be 
brought into discussion.

HEAVY BLOW TO TRAVELERS’ 


Liable for $1,000,000 for Accident Poli- 
; cies of Passengers. 


New York. April 22.—[ Special. }—Insur- 
auce memare generally agreed that the losses 
on the Titanic will aggregate $15,000,000. 
This includes life, accident, and marine in- 
surance. Two-thirds of the loss will fall 
upon, the marine insurance companies. Sev- 
eral American. companies, which do all 
classes of business, have been hit hard. 

It seems likely from the returns that the 
Travelers’ of Hartford will have the great- 
est individual loss, not excepting Lloyds, 
because in accident risks alone the Travelers 
is Hable for $1,000,000 on account of acci- 
dent policies held by Titanic passengers and 
$85,000 on account of straight life polieſes. 

All the marine insurance is carried abroad, 
the Insurance underwriters san but the risk 
is distributed largely in this, country by 
means of what the insurance men call re- 
insurance.” 

On private information the Insurance Field 
places the losses in marine insurance at $10,- 
000,000. The paper adds: 

Nowhere in the annals of insurance is 
there a parallel for the loss of insured life 
and property occasioned by the sinking of the 
ocean liner Titanic.’’

DEMANDS AN INQUIRY. 


‘Says Some Vessels Fail to Carry 


Searehlights and Wireless; 
Too Few Small Boats. 


The city council last night passed a resolu- 
tion drafted by the mayor and demanding 
of the government an improvement of life 
saving devices on great lakes steamers. 

The resolution said that “ passenger boats 
are constantly, moving in and out of the port 
of Chicagy overcrowded with passengers 
and have an inadequate number of life boats, 
life preservers, and other safety appilances, 
some of them being without’ searchlights 
and wireless telegraph equipment.” 

In sending the resolution to the council the 
mayor said: 

„The appalling loss of life in the wreck 
of the Titamc has resulted in an inquiry as to 
whether or not the rules and regulations for 
the protection of the lives of passengers on 
lake boats leaving the Chicago harbor are 
gufficiently stringent, and if so, whether or 
not they are properly complied with.” 

The mayor said the law department had 
informed him the limit of the city’s power 
over shipping from Chicago harbor is to con- 
trol and regulate anchorage, docks, wharves 
and public landing places. 

“It does not, however, include the man- 
agement and control of boats, which is ex- 
clusively within the jurisdiction of the fed- 
eral government,.“ said the mayor’s com- 
munication, and it is doubtful whether the 
city can even legislate against overcrowd- 
ing.

This sensation was the 
greater because of the attack the progressive 
Republicans have made upon the commerce 
court, of which Judge Archbald is a member, 
and because of the realization that the case 
will have an important political effect in the 
pending nomination campaign. 

It is known by members of congress that 
the president was apprised of the charges 
more than two months ago and that he 
learned several weeks ago of the report of 
the special assistant attorney. Judge Arch- 
bald is believed to have been called upon 
for an explanation, but if he has submitted 
anything it was kept secret, 

The president's advisers were apprehensive 
that if he should lay the facts before con- 
gress during the nomination campaign, whep 
an important issue is the integrity of the 
judiciary, his candidacy would be affected 
injuriously. It is said, however. the president 
has not considered this phase of the matter. 
but has desired to get all of the facts before 
determining upon the action to take. 


Progressives Urge Haste. 

The progressive Republicans, however, hold 
that in view of the serious character of the 
allegation@ against Judge Archbald, the mat- 
ter should be disposed of with the utmost 
promptness, since the commerce court & 
sitting almost daily and is considering rail- 
road questions on appeal from the interstate 
commerce commission. 

Judge Archbald has attended the sessions 
of the court and has participated in the deci- 
sions handed down. His colleagues assert 
he has not manifested any bias either for 
or against the railroads, including the Erte, 
from a subsidiary commercial company of 
which arrangements were made for the 
purchase of the culm banks, but has been fair 
and just. 

However this may be, the progressives hold 
that it was manifestly improper for a judge 
to sit on the Commerce court after the agent 
of the department of justice found substance 
in the charges, as is said here. These sena- 
tors believe the house should be apprised of 
all the facts without delay. 


Limit on President’s Power. 
The president has no jurisdiction over fed- 
eral judges. His power ends when he sends 
their nominations to the senate and after 
confirmation by that body issues thefr com- 
missions. If any charges are made against 
a judge it ie the duty of the house of repre- 
sentatives to consider them, though the pres- 
ident has the right to tranemit them to that 
body if he decides such action warranted by 
the facts. 
In the speech on the judiciary which the 
president delivered at Toledo on March 8 last 
in answer to the Columbus speech of Col. 
Roosevelt, he opposed the recall of judges, 
saying that no better system could be devised 
to deprive the judiciary of their independ- 
ence. 
“But it is said we may have corrupt 
judges,’ he added. How are we going to 
get rid of them? They can be impeached 
under our present system. But that is said 
to be too cumbersome. Well, amend the pro- 
cedure of impeachment. Create a tribunal 
for removal of judges for cause. Give them 
an opportunity to be heard and by an impar- 
tial tribunal; but do not create a system by 
which, in the heat of disappomtment over 
a lost cause, the defeated litigants are to de- 
cide without further hearing or knowledge 
whether the judge who decides against them 
ig to continue in office.’’ 


Senate Sits as Court. 

If the president's plan were in force there 
would be a tribunal before which Judge 
Archbald could appear. But it is pointed 
out that the senate, sitting as a court of im- 
peachment, is such a tribunal.

Think Some Men Would Stick. 

I do not believe all the engineers would 
go out on strike if one is called,” said an 
operating official of the New York Central, 
“and enough men would stay in the service 
to keep the trains going with the help of fire- 
men and others who might be expected to 
help out in guch a contingency.” 
Officials of the local divisions of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers last night 
sald all traffic, including passenger, freight, 
and yard, within the strike zone would be 
stopped simultaneously. 
“The men are ‘sore’ because of the in- 
equality of wages,“ he said. Some of the 
lines in the east run side by side for miles. 
The engineers of one line will be receiving 4 
cents a mile and those of the other line 4% 
cents a mille.“

For several years the poet's birthday has

There is great variety in the different force- 
meats or stuffings used. The trimmings of the 
meat, with a bit of salt pork, or sometimes 
bacon, and bread and cracker crumbs—bread, 
if good, is best—bound together with egg and 
moistened with stock or water, make the foun- 
dation which may be most variously embroid- 
ered with seasonings. 

Chopped olives and tomatoes and even celery 
are sometimes used in addition to salt, pepper, 
paprika or cayenne pepper, thyme, onion, lemon 
juice, and chopped parsley. You make your own 
choice, and if you want put in sage, as some 
people do in all such preparations, but this sea- 
soning is reasonably objected to by some 
people. 

After the forcemeat is spread on the meat 
the’ little bird is made by rolling and tying or 
sewing or fastening together with skewers or 
toothpicks, which should always be buttered so 
they will come out easily before the bird is 
served. Sometimes a bit of bacon is fastened 
around the bird to lard it. 

> 


The birds may be variously cooked in deep 
fat or fried in a little butter in the flat pan, 
but they are always simmered afterwards for 
a longer or shorter time—depending on their 
size and thickness—in water, stock, milk, or 
cream. 

The following recipes are representative of 
different methods of preparing the veal bird: 

Veal Birds on Toast.—Take four veal chops, 
cut out the round part of each and pound it 
until it is thin and large. Spread on each 
round so treated the following mixture: Put 
the meat trimmed off the chop through the 
meat grinder, or chop it fine, with a little salt 
pork; season with salt and white pepper and 
add three tablespoons of bread crumbs and one 
egg. Mix all thoroughly. After spreading this 
on each round draw all the-edges together and 
fasten with toothpicks in the center. Roll each 
in salted flour and fry on all sides in hot lard 
until a golden brown. Drain, put in saucepan, - 
pour around them one-half cup of milk, and 
let them cook in this for five minutes. Re- 
move the birds and dip four slices of toast in 
the liquid which was around them, letting each 
slice stay just long to moisten it. Arrange 
toast on a hot platter and place a veal bird on 
—— alice. Pour the remaining liquid around 
them. 

Veal Birds.— Two slices and a half of veal 
from the round, one small slice of fat salt 
pork, one egg, cracker crumbs, salt, pepper, 
lemon juice, paprika, onion juice, and one cup 
of thin cream. Wipe the veal, remove the fat 
and skin, and pound each slice until one-fourth 
of an inch thick. Trim into pieces two and a 
half by four inches. Chop the trimmings fine 
with one square inch of fat salt pork for each 
bird. Add half as much fine cracker crumbs 
as you have meat, season highly with the sea- 
sonings, moisten with a little egg and hot 
water, and spread on the pieces of veal. Roll 
these up tightly and tie or fasten with tooth- 
picks. Fry the birds slowly in hot butter or 
lard till a golden brown. Then put into a mall 
stewpan and half cover with cream. Simmer 
fifteen minutes. Serve hot, garnished with 
parsley or thin slices of lemon.

UPHOLDS POWER OF STATE 


Holds Municipality Can Foree 
Elevated Roads to Adopt 
Universal Transfers. 


An ordinance providing for universal trans- 
fers on the elevated railroad lines was sent 
to the city council last night. The measure, 
together with a report from the legal depart- 
ment which holds that such an ordinance 
is valid and can be enforced by the city, was 
prepared By Corporation Counsel Sexton. 

The measure was referred to the committee 
on local transportation. It provides that 
the payment of a single fare shall give a 
passenger the right to transfer from one 
„L road line to any other elevated line at 
any transfer point, without extra charge. 

Mr. Sexton denied that the present merger 
negotiations between the elity and repre- 
sentatives of the elevated properties, look- 
ing toward an ordinance unifying all of the 
city’s traction interests had anything to 
do with the new measure. 

“I simply sent in the report and the ordi- 
nance because of a request for such infor- 
mation made by the city council some time 
ago,” he said. I[t is my opinion that the 
city has a perfect right to compel the ele- 
vated lines to give universal transfers over 
all connecting elevated lines under the pres- 
ent system of operation. 


Valuation for Merger Drags.

MeFarland Says Britisher Hasn’t 
a Chance to Defeat Him. 


CALLS BOUT TITLE AFFAIR. 


Chicago Boy Goes Into Training on 
Arrival in New York. 


New York, April 22.—[Special.]—Compara- 
tively few persons at the Pennsylyania sta- 
tion this morning recognized Packey McFar- 
land, America’s greatest 136 pound boxer, as 
he got off a train from Chicago, accompanied 
by Maneger Emil Thiry and Jack McFarland, 
his brother, who will help him finish his train- 
ing for the international glove fight with Matt 
Wells, the British lightweight champion, an 
Madison Square garden Friday night. 

McFariand shook hands with several 
friends and then headed for a taxicab. On 
the way hé was induced to comment on the 
coming battle, and this is what he said: 

“Ten thousand dollars is a lot of money, 
and that is why I've come here to box Wells. 
I was anxious to have tiſe bout decided at the 
Fairmont Athletic club because of my friend- 
ship for Billy Gibson, but when the Garden 
offered me this money Gibson generously told 
me to accept it. 


Calls Bout Title Match. 
regard this bout as a championship af- 
fair, even though the referee cannot givea

Welle ie a good boxer, I'll admit, and 
he may be a better one than 1 think he is, But 
he’s got to show me.“

McFariand didn’t lose any time in his training 
for the battle. Immediately upon his arrival Man- 
ager Thiry hustled his charge out to the Fairmont 
Athletic club, where Billy Gibson has provided 
training quarters for the clever Chicagoan. Packey 
didn’t trouble himself about sparring partners, 
as Billy Gibson had attended to all these details. 
He did a little work on the road after getting off 
the train, and put in a lively session during the 
afternoon in a gymnasium. 

The battle with Wells is attracting widespread 
interest. The management expects a packeé 
house, as it must have the crowd to pull out ahead 
of the venture. 

Thiry met Tim Hurst at the garden in the after- 
noon and signed a new set of articles in behalf 
of McFariand. Hurst agreed to post Packey's 
$10,000 guarantee with the stakeholder before the 
bout, whereupon William Gibson sent McFarland’s 
$1,000 check to the mam who. is holding the forfeits 
of Wells and the club. That clinched the match 
with the exception of the ceferee question, which 
will be settled tomorrow. McDonald, Welle’ man- 
ager, scored Thiry and McFariand after today’s 
meeting for not posting their forfeit last Friday 
according to agreement.

REVEAL THE BACKERS. . 

The insistence that there shall be public- 
ity in political campaigns to show the 
amount of money raised and expended and 
the names of the men who contribute to the 
funds of candidates is based on a desire for 
two things. One is to prevent the use of 
money in a fashion which would threaten 
the purity of elections and the other is to 
discover what interests want certain men 
elected. 

When a candidate’s backing has been dis- 
covered a good deal is known about the can- 
didate himself. ‘There are few pieces of in- 
formation which can be made more valuable 
to the voter than this. A photograph of the 
backers is a fair picture of the candidate, 

There are pubileity laws now. In part 
they serve their purpose and in part they 
do not. When these protective devices have 
been brought to their highest state of utility 
they will provide for full publicity all along 
the line for all candidates in all elections. 
And the laws will be so drawn that toevade 
them will be to invite severe punishment. 
Then the people will know just what men 
and what interests are back of candidates, 
and they will be equipped to enter the poil- 
ing places.

TWO IMPORTANT INQUIRIES. 

Prof. Irving Fisher’s timely proposal for 
an international inquiry into the high cost 


of living, discussed by Tun Trisunz when. 


made, was embodied in a bill and introduced 
by Senator Ora wrord of South Dakota. 
This measure was, recommended unani- 
mously by the senate committee on foreign 
relations and passed by the senate. 

It is to be hoped the house will act as 
favorably upon the bill, which: is neither 
partisan nor controversial. It provides for 
an authoritative investigation and discus- 
sion of world wide scope which unquestion- 
ably will bring substantial results both to 
economic science and to international eco- 
nomic relations. 

Another commission which should not fail 
to be authorized, with proper provision, is 
that upon industrial conditions. This was 
proposed by Miss Addams, Dr. Devine, and 
a large committee of influential! sociologists, 
publicists, and social workers, and undues- 
tionably would lay the foundations for more 
eoherent and consistent public opinion upon 
our closely related industrial and social prob- 
lems. 3 5 
The industrial commission bill was in- 
troduced in the senate by Senator Borah, 
No. 5546, and is now in the committee on 
education and labor. In the house it is No. 
21004, introfluced by Congressman Hughes, 
and is in the hands of the committee on 
labor, Congressman William B. Wilson of 
Pennsylvania chairman. 

Both of these commissions have the ap- 
proval of the president, and congress, in 
spite of the distractions of an exceptionally 


distracting campaign, should give them 


statesmanly consideration. That would in- 
sure the establishment of both commissions.

IN MEMORIAM. 

But what this unspeakable catastrophe reveals 
above all is the sublime disinterestedness of a race 
which has shown to what point its conception of 
manhood helps it to resist the temptations of self- 
preservation to which man naturally ls addicted. 

The Titanic may have represented the embodi- 
ment of civilization, but it was feeble and preca- 
rious beside the heroism demonstrated before des- 
tiny. 

This is the tribute of a French writer in 

the Temps. The same thought has been 
worded countless times in the last week in 
English, gratefully and thankfully; grate- 
fully and thankfully because we feel that 
there was something that arose triumphant- 
ly as the Titanic sank. 
' Sermons have been preached about it, 
much has been written about it. Men and 
women have spoken of it with a sense of 
spiritual exaltation. It was a fine thing, 
the courage and sacrifice which illuminate 
nearly every story of the Titanic. It was 
something given to generations of Ameri- 
cans and English as a heritage. 

When a thing braces a nation it has the 
elements of sublimity. It may be doubted 
that all was heroism, courage, and self- 
sacrifice on the sinking ship, but these qual- 
ities were conspicuous and the men and 
women whose acts now are gratefully 
spoken of deserve to live in the nation’s 
memory. 

America would only show its appreciation 
of high ideals of human conduct if it built 
a memorial to the people who went down 
with the Titanic, to the dead of that dis- 
aster, to Archibald Butt, to Isidor Straus 
and his wife, to Benjamin Guggenheim, to 
John Jacob. Astor, to William H. Stead, to 
Jacques Futrelle, to the conspicuous and the 
inconspicuous dead, to the passengers and 
the officers and men of the ship. 

A memorial, a shaft with their names on 
it, should stand at the entraitee of New York 
harbor, where every ship that puts out to 
sea may receive its inspiring message of 
courage, discipline, and sacrifice, and every 
incoming soul may breathe a prayer of grat- 
itude. 

Already the conduct of those who went 
down with the Titanic is a matter of last 
week’s news. The disaster made a terrify- 
ing impression on the nation, but not an 
indelible one. The acts of its passengers 
and its crew were too fine, too valuable to 
| the nations which furnished the men and 
women, to be allowed to pass forgotten. 
The nation should give its appreciation 
lasting form for other generations to see 
and know how such self-discipline and high 
courage are esteemed. 

We do this for men who fall in war. 
Thermopylae sent no higher message than 
the Titanic. 


THE SPREADING REVOLT. 
From Pennsylvania in the east to Oregon 
in the west the people are taking charge of 
the Republican party again. It is a spread: 
ing revolt against the Bourbon princes. 
They were fat and contented, but are now 
in flight. i 

It is a healthy revolt of men whose pa- 
tience has been tried and who have become 
utterly weary of such leadership as has been 
given them. They were disgusted With Mc- 
Kinley, Cannon, and Lorimer in Illinois; 
with Penrose in Pennsylvania. They are 
overturning the princes in West Virginia, 
in Nebraska, in Kansas. 

The revolt spreads and it will not be 
checked.

R. BAYARD HOLMES says one 
person out of each 400 is insane 
before he dies; that there are 150, 
000 insane in hospitals in the 
United States, and their mainte- 

nance costs the different governments 
$50,000,000 a year. 

When a man stands one chance in 400 
of getting something he does not want, it 
is time for him to sit up and take notice. 
Thanks to the west side branch of the 
Chicago Medical society and its president, 
Dr. Mefford, a convention to discuss the 
causes of insanity has just been held and 
another has been planned for next year. 


—~- ‘ 

A great deal is known about the causes 
of insanity and how it can be prevented, 
but those who have this information are 
off to themselves, and those liable to go in- 
sane do not know of the means of pre- 
vention. The men having the information 
are stuck off in corners running asylums 
to care for the insane. The people who 
will go crazy unless something can be 
changed are working in offices, factories, 
and on farms, caring for children or 
loafing in red light districts. The state, 
which spends millions to care for the in- 
sane, has much valuable information in 
the records of its dsylums, in the knowl- 
edge of the asylum officers. Some of the 
people of the state are losing their minds 
because they do not get and do not apply 
the information which is not ‘working at 
its trade.” 


— 

The object of these conventions is that 
of a railroad—to et producers and con- 
sumers together, to: get the information 
of those who know how to prevent insan- 
ity to those who do not want to go insane, 
to devise means of popularizing informa- 
tion of the causes of insanity. 

Because a man is born of an erratic, 
neurasthenic or hysteric stock is no rea- 
son why he should go insane. It is a rea- 
son why he should work harder to control 
himself. Because a woman is goiterous is 
an additional reason why she should work 
out a program of mental poise. Because a 
man has had syphilis, he should not drift 
helplessly into insanity. It should be the 
reason for shaping a career to avoid it. 
It a man who takes whisky, morphine, or 
cocaine goes “batty,” he should find in 
that a reason for cutting out dopes and 
not a reason for taking more. Many times 
keeping on one’s mental keel is a matter 
of knowing how and then living it“ 
two separate things. !

BROKEN ARCH REMEDY. 
Mrs. O. B. wants to know if tight shoes 
break down the arch. What can be done 
for a broken arch? 


REPLY. 

The important arch is the instep arch. In the 
natural arrangement the heel carries the weight, 
If the shoe heels are high, the weight pitches for- 
ward to the ball of the foot. If the ball can spread 
out this shifting ot the weight is taken care of; if 
the shoe pinches it is not so easily cared for. 

If the toes are pushed, distorted, and pinched 
around, the arch is endangered; first, because in 
any arch, if any of the elements, even those at the 
ends, are displaced or changed, the arch ie weak- 
ened; second, because good muscles in the foot 
are necessary for a strong arch, and many of the 
foot muscles have as their work the moving of the 
toes. When the toes, perpetually unused, become 
useless, the muscles which work the toes also go 
out of business. d 

The remedy: Bulld up the general muscle sys- 
tem by exercise, Build up the foot and leg muscles 
by exercise, Wear shoes which are easy in the 
toes and support the instep.

EPILEPSY RARELY CURABLE. 

L. M. wants to know if epilepsy isa curable 
disease. What can be done with an epileptic? 
Are eplleptios insane? 


REPLY. 

As @ general statement, epilepsy is incurable. 
There are some exceptions. But many epitleptica, 
by keeping in good physical and mental condition, 
can cause their attacks to come at long intervals 
and the progress of the disease to be slow. 

On the physical side constipation is to be avoided. 
On the mental side paroxysms of emotion, such 
as anger, grief, and melancholy are to be re- 
frained from. 

Most epileptice are useful members of society 
for the first ten years of their disorder, but at- 
tacks and the conditions which lead up to them 
are very wearing on the brain substance. In time 
the central nervous tissue is worn down and the 
epileptic becomes of poor judgment from over emo- 
tionalism,. or insane, or demented, with a brain 
prematurely old—eenile. 

Careful living and, particularly, good control 
of the mind decrease the frequency of attacks and 
spare the brain some unnecessary wear. Some 
states have colonies for epileptics. In those epi- 
leptics get on best in these Golonies. Other states 
have no provision for them.

But there is a legend to the effect that Na- 
poleon never committed the purposed dese- 
cration, for the very simple reason that When 
the emperor went to the tomb the sword was 
not there, and that the one he sent to Paris 
to be hung up in the Palace des Invalides, 


oply of arms that ornamented the apart- 
ment which had been the bedroom of Fred- 
erick: the Great in his palace at Potsdam, 
this room having been religiously preserved, 
as far as possible, in the state in which he 
had left it. 

As to the sword that had been placed on 
the grave of Frederick the Great, and had 
been worn by that king for half a century, 
the one Napoleon had sought, he, when ques- 
tioned later, ewore he had never touched it, 
had never seen it, adding grandiloquently 
that “his own scepter and sword were suf- 
ficient for his glory, without his stealing an- 
other man's.“ For years this Sword of Fred- 
erick the Great was lost sight of, but in 1825 
it mysteriously reappeared among the royal

Another famous sword which strangely 
dropped out of sight was that of Suleiman 
the Magnificent. It was prized as one of the 
most valuable relics of the Turkish treasury. 
During the reign of Sultan Abdul Hamid it 
suddenly vanished, and a story became cur- 
rent to the effect that it had been given by 
the sultan to his friend and favorite, Tahir 
Pasha, just before the Young Turks deposed 
their padishah.

VIOLATIONS OF ROLLER TOWEL 
LAW. 


Chicago, April 17.—[To the Friend of 


Mr. Frank Smith, 644 Postal Telegraph 
building, published under date of April 
17, in regard tp roller towels, it seems 
desirable to say that during 1911 two in- 
spectors worked on this investigation for 
a considerable period making inspections 
of 788 of the locations in which violations 
were most likely to occur, including res- 
taurants, hotels, office buildings, saloons, 
department stores, etc. Violations were 
found in 329 cases, which serve as the 
subjects of notices to abolish the use of 
roller towels. This has been done in all 
but a very small number of instances, 
some of which have been forwarded to 
the prosecuting attorney with a recom- 
mendation for suit proceedings. 

If the complainant or any other citizen 
will advise us of a violation in a given 
case we shall be very glad to take up the 
matter, but the department is unable, for 
lack of force, to much such & canvass as 
would be desirable in the matter.

| Letter Reveals Chagrin of Found- 
: er of American Red Cross. 


STUNG DEEPLY BY INQUIRY. 


Heart Broken by Seeming Ingratitude 
for Her Humane Work. 


Los Angeles, Cal, April 22.—[ Special. ]— 
A secret chapter in the life story ot Clara 
Barton, founder of the American Red Cross 
was revealed here today. That her story 
and suffering might be known after she was 
deadand not before—Miss Barton confided 
her feeling to Prof. Charles Sumner Young 
in letters which were not to be shown while 
she was alive. 

Prof. Young was formerly connected with 
the government education board, but is now 
in the oil business here. He had known Miss 
Barton twenty-five years. From Glen Echo, 
M4, Jan. 18. 1904, she wrote: 

“You will never know how many times 
I have thought of you ig this last, hard, 
dreadful year. I cannot tell you. I must 
not, and yet I must. So much of the time, 
under all the persecution, it has seemed I 
could not remain in this country, and have 
sought the range of the world for some 
place among strangers, and out of the way 
of people and malls, and longed for some 
one to point out a quiet place in some other 
land. 


Wanted to Exile Herself. 

“To think of sitting here through an in- 
vestigation’ by the country I have tried.to 
serve, ‘in the interest of harmony,’ they 
say, when I have never spoken a discordant 
woré in my life, meaningly, but have worked 
on in silence under the fire of the entire 
press of the United States for twelve months. 
and am still to be investigated for in- 
harmony and unbusinesslike methods.’ 

Can you wonder that I ask a bridle track 
and that some other country might look in- 
viting to me? 

“ Kindly remember that these words are 
the wail of an aching heart and that isall.

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SENATE VOTES TO APPEAL 
TOBACCO REORGANIZATION. 


Action Breaks All Records in Congress 
House Expected to Concur—Inde- 
pendents See Victory. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., April 22—[Special.)— 
The senate today passed the Cummins bill 
directing the attorney general to appeal from 
the decree of Circuit court reorganizing the 
tobacco trust. 

This extraordinary action! was taken in 
spite of the opposition of President Taft and 
Attorney General Wickersham. The bill was 
passed unanimously and is expected to go 
a through the house of representa- 
tives. 

As a result, the Supreme court itself wil) 
have to determine whether the reorganiza- 
tion of the tobacco trust made by the Cir- 
cult court is in accordance with the terms 
of its decision declaring the trust illegal. 

Rarely before in the history of the country 
has the senate disapproved a court decision 
and never, so far as is known, has it passed a 
bill directing the department of justice to ap- 
peal zg the highest tribunal 

Th tion is of political significance, be- 
cause President Taft in a message to congress 
approved of the tobacco trust reorganization 
and Attorney General Wickersham refused to 
make an appeal in spite of demands made 
upon him by independent tobacco manufac- 
turers. 

So certain are the friends of the measure 
that it will receive the approval of the house 
that all speculation is centering tonight upon 
the probable action of the president. It is 
predicted he will record another veto.
